P22 JR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, the King and Queens Maje- 
i bbs W (ties, and the Eſtates of Parliament , Conſidering the great advaicaue 
\ Yes /a that ariſc to other Nations, and particularly to our Neighbour Ntion 
ESA of Ergland, by the ereRing and carrying on of ManufaQtories , & puct- 

ally thoſe of Cloth, which do not anly ſerve them-at home, but vaſt quanritj-'s : 
thereof, are to their great advantage exporred; Beſides the imploying and plen- 
teouſly maintaining a great numoer ot poor People : Asallo, that ſome attempts 
have been made toere«t the like ManutaRortes 1n this Kingdom,and ſeveral Laws 
and ARs of Parliament made for the encouragement and cheriſhing ſuch as ſhould 
ere@& the ſamez Which ManufaCtorics have nevertheleſs not attained the wiſhed 
effeR : And now (eingithiat divers of their Majeltics good Subjedts, (notwithſtan= 
ding of the diſcouragments that hitherto have happened) have already entred in- 
toa Contract of Society and Co-parthnery y for ereRting and carrying on a Mas 
nufactory at New-mzlrs , and advanceda conliderable ſtock for that effeR, and 
have alſo agreed that the ſaid ftock ſhall remain mortified for the ends fore/aid : 
And their Majeſties and Eſtates toreſaid being willing to give all due encourage- 
rent for advancing ſo generous and profitable an undertaking. THEREFORE 
their Majeſties and Eſtates of Parliament, not only Declare the foreſaid Society 
and Co-partnery to bea ManufaQory z but alſoeretts the ſaids Partners and So- 
ciety unto a free and lawful Incorporation, with all Priviledge uſual, tobe cal- 
ed in all timecoming The Incorporation of the Woolen-CManufaGory at New- Milns in 
the Shire of Haddingtour, and to have right to, and brook and enjoy all the Pri- 
viledges and Immunnties proviced in favours of ManufaGories, by the former 
Laws of this Kingdom. AND FUR THER, Their Majeſtics and Eſtates foreſaid, 
Do hereby Enad and ordain,Thatthe principal Stock already advanced, by ver- 
tue of the forcſaid Contratt of Society , with the forefaids Lands of New-milns 
and Houſes acquired , and the Houſes and others built and to be built thereon, 
with the Ware-houſe and Hall in Edizb»rgh, (hall remain in a!l time coming, as 
Mortified, for carrying on the ſaid Work, without prejudice always to any of 
the faids Partners, or their Succeffors to aſſign, transfer, or convey their ſhares 
of the ſaid Stock,and the others foreſaid , 1n wholeor in part,: with the burden 
always of the mutual Obligementsof the.ſaid Contra , or to their Creditors to 
affe& the ſame by legal Diligence, with the burden foreſaid; and the Manufa« 
&ory having retention of all Charges which ſhall be expended by the Society, in 
the defence of any Action, to be intented at the inſtance of Creditors, one or more 
for afteRing the faid ſtock of any of the Conpartners, according as the ſaids ex- 
penſes 
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penſes ſhall be given up; under the hand of the Mannagers for the time, And 
the effeQthat ſuch conveyance may be the more eaſily expede, Itis hereby EN. þ 
CTED,STATUTE AND DECLARED, That theforefaid Stock, Materials any 
Profits thereof, with the Heretages, Lands and Houſes built, and to be built there. 
upon , and Ware.houſe and Hall foreſaid , and the Rents and Caſualities of th, 
ſame, ſhall be Tranrſmiffible by the ſaids Partners, or any of thern, for their xe. 

ſpeftive intereſts, either 1n whole or -in part, by a ſimple Tranſlation or Afbopn. | 
ment, to be recorded and inſert 1n the Books of the ſaid Society, as well the(+ 
keeped in England, ws the Books keeped in Scoilayd , and Signed by the Gray: 
ter, before two Subſcribing Witneſſes, and an extra thereof ſubſcribed inhik; 
manner by the Keeper ofthe ſaid Books in Londow and Edinburgh, is to be deli. 
vered to the Purchaſer, without any Diſpotition, Charter, or Infeftment thereon, 
any other Regiſtration than aforeſaid, Intimation, or anyſother Formality requir. 
ed by the Law and Practique of this Kingdom, Hereby Peclaring, That ſuch 2 
Tranſlation or Affiznment,ſoto be recorded and inferted in the fatds Books, with 
(be forefaid extract thereof, ſhall be as valid and effectual Rights to the receiv. 
ers, asthey had all uſual Deeds 'and Evidences expede thereanentin the common 
Form of Law : The ſaids Books and Records being always made patent to the 
Leidges, when ever and as oft as required, AND FURTHER, Their Majeſtic 
and Eſtates of Parliaments Do Statute and Ordain, That all Materials, Inſtry- 
nents and others whatſoever needful and uſeful for the ſaid ManufaQory , to 
beimported, whether in Forraign Veſlels, or theſe belonging to this Kingdom: 
| As alſo, all Cloths, Stuffs, Stockings, or other Work made by the Incorporation 
of the ſaid ManufaQory, and exported, ſhall be free of Cuſtom, Exciſe, and all other 
publick Dues, for the ſpace of twenty one years , next after the date of this preſent AF, 
And foraſmuch as by the fourtieth AR of Parliament, One Thouſand fix hun- 
dred ſixty one years, It is provided , That any Stocks imployed for ereCting and 
entertaining ManufaQories , ſhall be free of all privat andpublick Taxes, There- 
tore their Majcſties and Eſtates foreſaid, Do Statute and Ordain, That the Stock 
of the ſaid Manufattory advanced and to be advanced, and profits thereof, and 
all Land and others acquired for the uſe of the ſame , and Houſes built or to be 


built thereon, ſhall be free of all Ceſſes, Supplies, Taxations, Exciſe, or other publick 
burdens, impoſed during the ſpace foreſaid. As alſo, That the Malt, or Liquors made 
of Malt, or other Strong Waters whatſoever made uſe of for the MaSters and Servants, 
or others employed in the ſaid Manufadory, within the Town or Lands of New-milns, 
and conſamed within the bounds foreſaid, ſhall be free of all Exciſe ſor the ſpace of twenty 
ore ears afier the date bereof : Asallo, that the ſaids Lands and Houſes, with the 
whole Inhabitants thereof, be free of all quartering of Soldiers, either local or tranſient 

arid of Levying of Soldiers , during the ſtanding of the ſaid ManufaGory. And for the 
turther encouragement of the ſaid Work, Their Majeſties and Eſtates foreſaid, 
kereby Declare, That it ſhall not belawful for any Military Officer or others,to 
inlift any of the Servants belonging to the ſaid ManufaCtory, although willing to 
engage as Soldiers 3 Ard that it ſhall not be lawful to any perſon. or perſons what ſomever, 
6r any other Incorporation or ManufaGory, to entertain in their privat Scyvice, or for the 


iſe of arty ether EM anufaGory, any of the Servants belonging to the ſaid Manufatorg of 
New- milns, until they firſt ſerve out their time conform totheir reſpective agreements ; 
And that the ſaids Partners ſhall have power to cal] back and retain any of 
their faids Servants z wherever they can be found : As alſo, Their Majeſties and 
Eftates foreſaid, Do Declare that a Teſtificat upon Soul and Conſcience; ander 
the hand of the Maſters and Clerk of the Society, Declaring that ſuch a Servant 
belongs to the Incorporation , ſhall be ſufficient to oblige any of their Majeſties 
Leidges, Officers or Soldiers, whether Forraignz or theſe at home, rodeliver up 
the ſaids Servants,ander the Penalty of an hundred pounds Scots. Requiring hereby 
the reſpetive Magiſtrats in Burgh or Landward,to ſecure the Perſons ef theſe Ser- 


vants: Bs alſo, ro adminiſter Juſtice againſt ſuch as refuſe to deliver them back, 
til!

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they make payment of the ſaid Sum of an burdred pounds Scots, and deliver 
up the Perſon or perſons belonging to the forefaid Corporation, And further, 
It is hereby Statute and Ordained , That althe Regiwents, Troups and Soldiers of 
the Scots Eſtabliſhment, ſhall be obliged to furniſh themſelves with Cloaths of the pro- 
du@ of this Kingdom, Diſcharging hereby any Licenſe or Diſpenſation tothe cons 
trair. And laſtly, Their Majeſties and Eſtates foreſaid 3 Do hereby impower 
the ſaids Partners to appoint a Baillie from time to time, with power to the ſaid 
Baillie to keep and hold Courts within the ſaids Lands of New-milns, for puniſh- 
ing of Crimes and Delinquencies committed by their own Servants or others up- 
on the Ground, and to decide any difference falling out betwixt the ſaids Ser- 
vants, and in cafeoft Delinquencies, to Impriſon and impoſeand exa& Pines, ac3 
cording to the Laws of the Kingdom :, And for that effe&, the ſaids Partners to 
Elet, Nominat and appoint Clerks, Serjeants, Dempfters , and other Members 
of Court requiſit, with all other Immunities, Powers and Priviledges granted 
1in favours of Baillies of Barony and their Courts, Extracted forth of the Re- 
cords of Partiament, by George Viſcount of Tarbat, Lord Mclegd and Caſtlehaver, 
&c. Clerk to their Majeſties Parliament, Councils, Regiſters and Rolls,
